Comparing a likeness of our 
consignor with a picture of the 17th President of the United States shows a strong 
family resemblance indeed! Family lore says that a number of the coins consigned 
once belonged to the president himself. While there is no specific documentation 
for the claim, the possibility is fascinating to contemplate. In any event, the coins 
themselves stand on their own merits, including a 1795 half eagle with Small Eagle reverse. 



The Birmingham Collection 

The Birmingham Collection was assembled by a long-time collector with a discerning eye for quality. For years, he 
pursued PCGS-certified Standing Liberty quarters and Walking Liberty half dollars that were untoned with strong eye 
appeal. He has decided to sell this assemblage to pursue his collections of Bust halves and U.S. currency, and it is his 
hope that new collectors will enjoy owning the coins as much as he has. The highlights of the Birmingham Collection 
include an MS65 1927-S quarter and an MS64 1919-D half dollar, both in old green-label holders; a 1919-S quarter 
and half dollar that have been off the market for over 40 years; and Gem examples of the key 1921 -D, 1923-S and 
1927-S half dollars.

7, W-480, R.5. IN at Bottom. 70.1 gn. The late die state with two 
prominent breaks on the left reverse. The tree is lightly impressed, 
as usual for Noe-7, but the remainder of the design is sharp. The 
reverse lettering is complete or virtually so, the obverse letters are 
partly off the flan between 12 and 7 o’clock. The olive-brown and 
rose-gray surfaces are mark-free but wavy, as produced from rocker 
dies.

The evenly and moderately granular surfaces are 
free from any abrasions. The reverse has ideal centering, while the 
obverse die is misaligned toward 11 o’clock, as often seen for Noe-

3007 1776 Continental Dollar, CURRENCY, Pewter—Bent— 
NGC Details. XF. Newman 2-C, Hodder 2-A.3, W-8455, 

R.4. This example is very slightly bent, and exhibits pewter 
and darker gray surfaces on both sides. Light surface marks 
are plainly evident, but only a few are of any concern. The 
popularity of the mysterious Continental dollar is great enough 
that demand remains for every surviving example, regardless 
of quality, and this piece is finer than most. This piece retains 
excellent design definition with all of the individual elements 
fully visible. Here is an important opportunity to acquire what 
should prove an affordable 1776 Continental dollar. Listed on

3008 1776 Continental Dollar, CURRENCY, Pewter AU58 NGC. 
Newman 2*C, Hodder 2^A.3, W^8455, R.4. The CURRENCY 
obverse corrects the misspelled word CURENCY of the first 
obverse. The usual die state has minor rust within a few of the 
rings on the reverse. Given the number of pieces that exist 
today, the original production must have been quite substantial. 
Certainly several thousand pieces were minted in 1776, although 
there is no contemporary documentation to provide any clues. 

Speculation is that the Continental Dollars, or whatever 
denomination they are, were struck in the summer of 1776, 
shortly after the signing of the Declaration of Independence. 
The reasoning is that the Continental currency issue of July 
22, 1776 omitted notes of the one dollar denomination. But if 
the coins were actually intended for a different denomination, 
the argument would be illogical. We know so little about the 
Continental coinage, and have so many questions. 

This lovely piece is a remarkable representative of the 
mysterious coinage. The surfaces are light gray with some 
splashes of deeper gray. Both sides have reflective, nearly 
prooflike fields, and only a few minor surface marks are 
evident on each side. The most obvious blemish, one that 
will undoubtedly serve as a provenance marker in the future, 
is a small dark corrosion spot over the left side of the second 
R in CURRENCY. Listed on page 81 of the 2011 Guide Book.

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3009 1787 Connecticut Copper, Draped Bust Left XF45 NGC. M. 
32.3-X.4, R.2. This Miller variety is interesting for recutting on 
the E in CONNEC. It appears that an F punch was initially used, 
then the engraver corrected the die by hand to transform the F 
into an E. This is a mildly granular golden-brown state copper with 
minor obverse rim nicks at 4, 8, and 9 o’clock. Listed on page 60 of

3010 1787 Connecticut Copper, AUCTOP1—Environmental 
Damage—NGC Details. AU. M. 41-ii, W-4235, R.4. A 

splendidly detailed example with noticeable luster within the 
devices and legends. Toned dark olive-brown with mild to 
moderate granularity that is most evident on the cheek and neck 
of the draped bust.

This curious Machin’s Mills die pairing mules a Connecticut 
obverse and a Vermont reverse. A late die state with the obverse 
failing on the left field and on the dentils near 5 o’clock. The 
center of the reverse die is sinking. Struck from widely rotated 
dies. Chestnut-brown high points contrast with deep brown fields. 
Mildly granular but unabraded. Listed on page 60 of the 2011 Guide

A granular and lightly 
abraded representative with well detailed lavender-gray surfaces. 

The scarcest of the 
three VERMONTENSIUM varieties. Listed on page 68 of the 2011

3016 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays MS64 Brown PCGS. CAC. Newman 12-X, W-6820, 
R.3. Faded mint red clings to the legends and devices, while the 
open fields and high points are medium brown. An unabraded and 
undisturbed example of this important post-Colonial issue. The 
left and right borders show minor incompleteness of strike, and 
a couple of slender planchet striations are present, as made and 
usual for the Fugio type.

The holder does not permit edge inspection, 
but we presume the more available Large Letters Edge. Moderately 
worn with medium levels of corrosion across deep walnut-brown 
surfaces.

3021 1794 VG10 PCGS. C-4, B-6. Edge not visible in the holder, but 
more likely the Small Letters, C-4a, B-6b, a scarce or R.3 type

This better date half cent has golden-brown fields and a powder- 
blue portrait.

It is impossible to determine which of the 
two subvarieties is offered here unless the coin is removed from 
its holder. This attractive example has minimal granularity, and 
mentionable contact is limited to occasional tiny rim dings on the 
reverse and a few faded thin marks on the right obverse field.

3025 1857 MS64 Red and Brown NGC. CAC. C-l, B-l, R.2. Peach- 
red iridescence dominates all but the cheek and open fields. A 
lustrous and lightly abraded near-Gem of this low mintage final year 
date. A good strike overall, with peripheral softness noted on the 
upper obverse and lower reverse. MRB MS63.(#1240) 

LARGE CENTS 

3026 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars Genuine PCGS. S-8, B-13, 
R.3. The PCGS number ending in .98 suggests Damage as the 
reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this 
coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details of 
a VF specimen that is corroded and damaged. Predominantly 
russet-brown, but the fields are somewhat porous and display aqua 
verdigris within the surface pits. The cheek is scratched, and both 
sides exhibit edge marks. MRB Good 6. 

3027 1793 Wreath Cent, Vine and Bars—Corrosion—NGC 
Details. Fine. S-6, B-7, R.3. All legends except for the date are 
readable, but the surfaces are rough from environmental exposure. 
Inconspicuous pinscratches are noted at 10 o’clock on the obverse 
and 3 o’clock on the reverse. MRB Good 4. 


S-87, B-8 1796 Liberty Cap Cent, AU50 



3031 1796 Liberty Cap AU50 NGC. S-87, B-8, R.3. The obverse has 
a highly erratic date, the 1 almost touching the hair curl and each 
successive number lower than the previous. This lightly circulated 
example has a few planchet voids on steel-blue and chocolate- 
brown surfaces. Well struck and minimally abraded, though there 
are several reverse rim bumps. MRB VF30. (#1392) 

3032 1796 LIHERTY—Environmental Damage—NGC Details. VF. 
S-104, B-45, R.3. An evenly granular dark brown representative 
of the scarce and popular LIHERTY cent, caused by an inverted, 
then corrected, B punch. The portrait shows pleasing hair detail. 
A rim mark is noted between the TE in STATES. MRB Fine 
12 . 
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3033 1803 Small Date, Small Fraction XF40 NGC. S-254, B-13, R.l. 

A medium brown representative with uncommonly smooth fields 
and unmarked devices. One small spot on the cleavage, but an 
exceptional appearance overall. Liberty’s hair provides a wealth of 
detail. MRBVF25.(#1482) 

3034 1803 Small Date, Small Fraction—Improperly Cleaned—NGC 
Details. AU. S-255, B-14, R.l. Defective feet on the TY in 
LIBERTY and the T in UNITED help narrow the attribution. 
A deep brown Draped Bust cent that has impressive detail, but 
the surfaces are moderately granular and carefully wiped. MRB 
VF25. 

3035 1804—Corrosion—NGC Details. Fine. S-266c, B-l, R.2. 

Third major die state with prominent cuds over RTY and MERIC. 
Very late dies, since the rim break extends over the final A in 
AMERICA. The ebony surfaces are evenly granular aside from a 
porous area near 5 o’clock on the reverse. STATES OF and the date 
are faint, while other legends are sharp. The right obverse field has 
a few parallel pinscratches. MRB Good 4. 

3036 1807 Comet VF20 PCGS. S-271, B-l, R.l. The prominent die 
break above the hair ribbon is diagnostic for the popular Guide 
Book Comet variety. All legends are bold on this evenly struck and 
unabraded lavender-brown representative. Ample curl definition 
ensures the eye appeal. Design recesses are glossy and mildly 
granular. MRB Fine 12.(#1531) 

3037 1810 Genuine PCGS. S-285, B-2, R.2. The PCGS number 
ending in .97 suggests Environmental Damage as the reason, or 
perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not 
gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details of an XF specimen 
that is scratched and has environmental damage. The deep brown 
surfaces display relatively minor peripheral granularity, along with 
a few aqua specks near 3 o’clock on the reverse. Inconspicuous 
scratches are noted on the field near the chin and above the D in 
UNITED.

3038 1818 MS64 Brown PCGS. CAC. N-10, R.l. Grellman Die 
State b, cracked through all stars, as usually seen. Considerable rose 
overtones blossom on deep violet-blue surfaces. Well struck with 
smooth eye appeal.

3039 1819 Small Date MS63 Brown PCGS. N-9, R.l. Repunching 
on the R in AMERICA and a die chip near the I in LIBERTY 
affirm the Newcomb variety. Golden-brown and steel-blue enrich 
the shimmering, crisply struck, and unmarked Matron Head 
cent. A late die state with the dentils mostly absent. MRB MS60.

3040 1820 Large Date AU55 NGC. CAC. N-3, R.2. The N-3 variety 
is recognized by the undertype of the 1 under the 2, and the 9 under 
the 0 in the date, and the recut star 11. This Choice AU specimen 
is well detailed and lightly worn, with smooth brown surfaces. MRB

Late Die State 1823 N-2 Normal Date Cent, AU58 
Ex: Starr, Naftzger, Rasmussen 



3041 1823 AU58 NGC. N-2, R.2. Ex: Rasmussen Collection. Late 
Die State. Although the N-2 Normal Date is slightly scarcer than 
its overdate counterpart, there are actually a larger number of 
high-grade survivors. In addition to a single proof example, there 
are eight Mint State coins including two Gems, followed by about 
10 examples in the various AU grades. This late die state has a 
wedge-shaped rim break extending from the fused dentils over stars 
5 and 6. Later, this same obverse die was used to produce the 1823 
Restrike large cents. A number of the Restrikes had the obverse 
rim break carefully filed down with dentils reengraved, probably at 
the time they were made. This coin has far above-average surfaces 
with desirable steel and olive-brown coloration. Just a few scattered 
handling marks are seen on each side. The 1823 Normal Date cents 
are in demand from variety collectors as well as date collectors, and 
the supply seldom meets the existing demand. MRB VF35.

Numismatist Joseph Mickley eventually purchased the obverse 
die and muled it with an 1813 reverse to produce examples of 
this conditionally rare date prior to the Civil War. This is a satiny 
chocolate-brown near-Gem with powder-blue and lilac undertones.

3043 1824/2 VF35 PCGS. N-l, High R.l. The later die state with a 
slender crack across most of the reverse periphery. A problem-free 
chocolate-brown example of this prominent overdate variety. MRB

“I have fond memories of going to the bank as a kid, pur¬ 
chasing rolls of cents, and culling out all the ‘Wheat Backs’

The year 1968 was one of 
transition at the U.S. Mint, as proof coinage resumed for the first 
time since 1964. (The 1965-67 Special Mint Sets satisfied few 
collectors of proof coins.) The job of proof coinage was transferred 
in 1968 from Philadelphia to the San Francisco Mint. Among 
the proof dies manufactured in Philadelphia and shipped to San 
Francisco was one which inadvertently omitted the S mintmark, 
and that die was used to produce a small quantity of proof dimes. 

The resulting 1968 No S dimes were the first of several such 
mistakes, a blunder that recurred on proof Roosevelt dimes in 1970, 
1975, and 1983. The 1968 No S dimes are the first and among the 
rarest (behind the 1975 No S dimes). The Cherry picker s’ Guide 
rates them at URS-5, or nine to 16 pieces existing. 

This piece in PR68 Cameo is the single finest certified at NGC, 
and the only other piece graded at that service is a PR67 Cameo 
(1/11). The deeply mirrored fields contrast noticeably with the fully 
struck, frosty devices. The brilliant surfaces display a light overlay 
of pale reddish patina. A tiny patch of porosity above the I in 
DIME is consistent with the grade.

Most 
well known is the “$” mintmark variety with the S doubled, the 
first entry leaning to the left and the second upright. That variety 
also has a misplaced date obverse, with the top of a 5 visible in the 
denticles below the 7. The “$” mintmark variety is listed in The 
Cherry picker s’ Guide as FS-302. None were found in the present 
Kansas Bank hoard. Rich and consistent tobacco-brown and jade- 
green toning intermingles throughout this lustrous and nicely

3514 1875-S MS64+ NGC. MPD-003. The obverse of this near- 
Gem exhibits medium intensity gold and iridescent toning, and 
the reverse shows deeper steel toning over much of its surface. 
Entirely original as are all of the Kansas Bank Hoard coins.

3515 1875-S MS65 NGC. Normal Date. The February 2011 Long 
Beach sale includes an offering of about three dozen original Mint 
State 1875-S twenty cent pieces from a single source, a remarkable 
offering known as the Kansas Bank Hoard. Comparison of each 
coin to the recorded diagnostics of proof coins in the November 
1997 issue of The Gobrecht Journal fails to find a match. This piece 
has a sharp strike and frosty luster with pristine surfaces beneath 
medium gold and iridescent toning, showing considerable ivory

Two die varieties are known for the year, with this coin 
representing the scarcer B-l variety, characterized by the lower 6 in 
the date. Only 6,146 quarters were struck in 1796.

The centers are medium brown and slate, while the borders are 
dusky gray.

Specialists know that although B-2 and 
B-3 have similar scarcity in well circulated grades, B-3 is far more 
elusive in high grade than B-2.(#5336) 

3537 1828—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. B-2, High R.4. 

One of the scarcer varieties for the date. The centers of this piece 
are bright from cleaning, though the borders have partly retoned

The blundered 
reverse die from 1822 was resurrected in 1828 to strike this 
challenging Guide Book variety.

3539 1831 Small Letters MS60 NGC. B-4, R.l. A radial die crack 
through the C in 25 C helps identify the Browning marriage. Deep 
orange-brown and steel-blue patina encompasses this sharply struck 
and minimally abraded example.

3540 1833 AU55 NGC. B-2, FS-901, R.2. The F in OF and the first 
A in AMERICA are widely repunched on this minimally toned 
and partly lustrous Bust quarter.

While Adolph A. Weinman’s dime and half dollar saw mintages in 
the millions that first year, production of the 1916 Standing Liberty 
quarter amounted to just 52,000 pieces, which were distributed 
almost simultaneously with the more plentiful 1917 Type One 
Philadelphia quarters.

Roger W. Burdette’s Renaissance 
of American Coinage 1916-1921 lays out a fateful winter meeting 
at the end of 1915, when Hermon A. MacNeil, along with fellow 
New York State sculptors Adolph A. Weinman and Albin Polasek 
met with Mint Director Robert Woolley at the New York (City) 
Assay Office. In that December 27 meeting, Woolley gauged the 
interest of the three sculptors in redesigning the nation’s silver 
coinage and laid down the rules of the competition between them. 
While Weinman was the greatest winner of the contest, MacNeil’s 
designs made it onto the Standing Liberty quarter, which began 
with the small key issue of 1916. 

The 1916 Standing Liberty quarter became one of the most 
sought-after issues of the 20th century, with a minuscule mintage 
of 52,000 pieces.

Approximately 480 proof 1883 Morgan 
dollars have been certified by NGC and PCGS combined, from an 
original mintage of 1,039 pieces. The services have assigned the 
Cameo label to about 70 coins, most of which are in the Select to 
Gem categories. A mere five PR67 Cameos have been seen, and a 
solitary piece finer (1/11). 

Untoned surfaces on this Superb Cameo exhibit a mild white- 
on-black contrast, and a powerful strike emboldens all of the design 
features, enhancing even further the coin’s outstanding eye appeal. 
Close examination reveals no significant marks. For identification 
purposes, we can only note a barely discernible mark between 
stars 3 and 4, and another beneath the first A in AMERICA. This 
coin would be at home in the finest collection of Morgan dollars.

The fields are remarkably deep in their reflectivity and each side 
has light golden-russet toning that deepens noticeably around the 
margins.

Historic Series Key 
Only 880 Pieces Minted 



4031 1895 PR64 Cameo PCGS. The 1895 Morgan dollar is known 
only in proof format and boasts the lowest total mintage of 
the series by far, at 880 proof examples. The issue is known as 
the “King of the Morgan Silver Dollars,” and series specialists 
hotly contest any auction appearance of this date. A few issues 
(the 1893-S comes to mind) are more difficult to locate in high 
grade, but in absolute terms the 1895 is the rarest Morgan by a 
wide margin. 

Most numismatists are familiar with the mystery surrounding 
the regular-issue 1895 Morgan dollar. Mint records indicate a 
tiny mintage of 12,000 business-strike examples were coined 
in 1895, to accompany the proof mintage of 880 pieces. 
Unfortunately, no business-strike coin has ever surfaced in any 
numismatic channel, and collectors have relied exclusively on 
the meager proof mintage to satisfy the huge collector demand 
for this issue. 

The elusive nature of the dollar was recognized almost 
immediately, casting doubt on the very existence of the 
business-strike mintage. In the F. Merritt Alden Collection 
(S.H. & H. Chapman, 4/1896) an 1895 proof set was offered 
as lot 161, “1895 Brilliant proof set. Dollar rare. 6 pieces.” The 
fact the dollar was recognized as a rare issue only months after 
it was minted indicates the supply must have been extremely 
limited from the date of issue. Q. David Bowers cites research 
by Henry Hettger that suggests the 12,000 business strikes 
were an accounting error and never existed at all. It is certainly 
worth noting that the only dollar coin submitted to the Assay 
Commission for 1895 was a proof. Alternate theories include 
all examples being melted under the provisions of the Pittman 
Act after 1918, and a single buyer purchasing all 12 bags of the 
business-strike mintage for some purpose of his own. Whatever 
the fate of the regular-issue coins, ownership of a proof 1895 has 
always been the mark of a serious Morgan dollar collector. 

The present coin is an impressive Choice example, with 
razor-sharp details on all design elements. The deeply mirrored 
fields contrast dramatically with the frosty devices, culminating 
in the delightful Cameo effect. Light wisps of gold and 
lavender toning enliven the pleasing surfaces on both sides. A 
few hairlines in the fields account for the grade, but do little 
to detract from the appeal of this classic numismatic icon.

4035 1923-S MS65 PCGS. Rose-gold borders frame the olive-gray fields 
and devices.

Light to medium copper-gold toning 
graces the peripheries of this lustrous and suitably struck near-Gem. 
No marks are remotely consequential. The 1928 has less than half 
the mintage of any other Peace dollar issue. (#73 73) 

4041 1934-D MS64 NGC. A light partial layer of golden toning 
graces each side of this strongly lustrous near-Gem. The subtly 
frosted portrait is well struck, and if not for a long graze at Liberty’s 
lower cheek, this coin could make a claim to an even finer grade. 
(#7376) 

4042 1934-D MS65 PCGS. Micro D. Orange and forest-green toning 
embraces the margins of this lustrous and precisely struck Gem 
Peace dollar. The reverse is exceptionally free from contact, and 
the obverse displays only minor surface grazes.(#7376) 

4043 1934-D MS65 PCGS. Micro D. Faint almond-gold and ice-blue 
toning adorns this lustrous and crisply struck Gem. The fields are 
magnificently unabraded, and the cheek displays only delicate 
grazes. (#73 76) 


Important 1934-S Peace Dollar, MS63 


4044 1934-S MS63 PCGS. Slightly weak at the centers, this Select 
Mint State 1934-S Peace dollar is fully brilliant with no evidence of 
toning on either side. Surface marks are minimal for the grade and 
entirely trivial in nature. Here is an important opportunity for the

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PRESIDENTIAL DOLLARS 


4045 (2008) John Quincy Adams, Missing Edge Lettering, Satin 
Finish MS66 SMS NGC. Deep butter-yellow color and a satin 
finish. This JQA Presidential dollar has a bare edge, so that the 
date is knowable based on the design, but the mint of origin is 
lost. 

4046 (2007) James Madison, Missing Edge Lettering, Satin Finish 
MS65 SMS NGC. Date 2007 based on the design, mint of origin 
unknown. The holder design allows easy viewing of the plain edge 
on this Gem Madison dollar. 

4047 (2008) Martin Van Buren Dollar, Missing Edge Lettering, 
Satin Finish MS67 SMS NGC. This Martin Van Buren dollar 
bypassed the edge lettering device, an uncommon event for the 
post'Washington presidents. An exemplary Superb Gem with the 
satin finish of a mint set example. The design puts the date at 2008 
for this coin, though the mint of origin is undetermined since the 
expected location of the mintmark is on the edge. 

4048 (2009) William Harrison Dollar, Missing Edge Lettering, Satin 
Finish MS67 SMS NGC. This magnificently preserved William 
Harrison Presidential dollar somehow missed the edge lettering 
device, but has an otherwise normal appearance. A rare mint error 
within the series except for the introductory Washington type. 
Satin finish, as on 2009 mint sets. The date of 2009 is fixed by 
the design, but the specific mint of origin is unknown, since the 
mintmark is usually located on the edge.(#407371) 

4049 (2009) John Tyler Dollar, Missing Edge Lettering, Satin 
Finish MS67 SMS NGC. This Tyler dollar skipped its expected 
odyssey through the edge lettering device, a rare error within the 
Presidential dollar series aside from the Washington type, which is 
fairly common with a plain edge. Satin finish, as seen on 2009 mint 
sets. Except for the plain edge, the appearance is normal aside from 
a faint planchet streak above the denomination. 

4050 (2009) James Polk, Missing Edge Lettering MS65 NGC. The 

bright gleaming surfaces of a regular-issue Polk Presidential dollar, 
the edge devoid of lettering and all the essential information that 
comes with it. An important modern error. 

COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

4051 1893 Isabella Quarter MS64 Prooflike NGC. Appreciably 
reflective fields are tinged in gold. Flashy and better-defined than 
the norm, though the depth and sharpness are not to the level seen

4052 1893 Isabella Quarter MS66+ NGC. While strong luster and 
impressive preservation are important to this Premium Gem-plus 
coin’s eye appeal, even more vital is its rich and colorful patina.

A pristine Superb Gem that offers 
delicate chestnut-tan, plum-red, and olive toning. Intricately struck 
and desirable. A lower mintage type from the most prolific year of 
the classic commemorative series.

4062 1936-S Bay Bridge MS67 PCGS. Pastel autumn-gold, lime-green, 
and rose-red tints adorn this well preserved and satiny Superb Gem.

A satiny beauty, this Plus 
designated Premium Gem is truly a connoisseur’s selection, with 
bright silver surfaces and splashes of peripheral iridescence.

4070 1936 Cleveland MS67 ★ NGC. Orange-red toning fills the 
obverse border and encroaches upon the centers.

A lovely handbook that is widely available to tourists in 
San Francisco is San Francisco’s Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition 1915, issued by the Golden Gate National Parks 
Conservancy. With historic band-tinted photographs of the 
exposition, which it calls “The Last Great World’s Fair,” and 
an introduction by Hallie Brignall, the slim volume brings to 
life the monumental dual celebration of the Panama Canal 
completion and the discovery of the Pacific Ocean four centuries 
earlier by the Spanish explorer Vasco Nunez de Balboa. 

The book places the Exposition in its cultural context thus: 

“An astonishing achievement, the Exposition brought 
together the most celebrated architects, artists, and 
innovators of the time to create a magical vision the 
likes of which the world had never seen. Arising from 
the ruins of the 1906 earthquake and fire, it established 
San Francisco as the most beautiful city in America.” 

The Panama-Pacific Exposition was in the planning stages 
for more than a decade before officially opening on February 
20, 1915, so it is unsurprising that there were many historic 
firsts associated with the fair. Among the most permanent 
was the five-piece numismatic commemoration by the U.S. 
Mint. That remembrance would also include a number of firsts, 
including the first and only fifty dollar coins of the classic 
commemorative era of U.S. numismatics, from 1903 to 1926. 

The fifty dollar octagonal Pan-Pac coins remain today the 
only octagonal coins ever issued by the U.S. Mint, and both 
they and their round siblings are hotly contested in any grade 
at auction. This first-time offering, part of a four-coin set, is 
sure to appeal to collectors. The piece itself is remarkably well- 
preserved with pale yellow surfaces touched in more orange. 
Luster and striking qualities are equally solid, and while a few 
wispy abrasions are present, the overall eye appeal is great. 
Just as this coin was the cornerstone of its Panama-Pacific set, 
it may in turn become the cornerstone of a commemorative

MODERN ISSUE 



4159 1926 Sesquicentennial MS66+ PCGS. The Sesquicentennial 
quarter eagle is not an absolute or condition rarity among 
commemorative gold pieces.

The fields 
are faintly hairlined and typically abraded, but this pearl-gray 
No Motto silver dollar has bright luster throughout the legends. 
A good strike with minor softness atop the left (facing) wing.

Elusive 1844 ‘Quad-Stripes’ Dollar, MS62 


4249 1844 MS62 PCGS. CAC. Although some other dates are rarer, 
the 1844 is a key issue in the Seated dollar series, and a condition 
rarity that is infrequently found in Mint State. This piece has the 
usual “quad-stripes” obverse of all business strikes. Both sides have 
attractive light gold toning over satin luster with minor surface 
marks consistent with the grade.

Blushes of 
apricot toning overlie the silver-white surfaces of this faintly 
hairlined but well struck and generally lustrous No Motto silver 
dollar.

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4252 1857 AU53 PCGS. A hint of chestnut patina visits this scarce 
and low mintage No Motto silver dollar. Well struck aside from 
Liberty’s hair and a couple of nearby stars. The fields display wispy 
abrasions.

4253 1857 AU58 NGC. CAC. The 1857 Seated Liberty dollar is an 
elusive issue in circulated grades, as most of the mintage of 94,490 
pieces was shipped overseas for the China trade.

The pleasing prooflike surfaces are 
enlivened by shades of golden-brown, cerulean-blue, and silver- 
gray patina.

4254 1859-0 MS62+ PCGS. CAC. An often-told tale is that a bag 
of Uncirculated 1859-0 and 1860-0 Seated dollars was delivered 
from the Treasury vaults during the early 1960s. The two issues are 
available by No Motto standards, but are usually found bagmarked. 
The present lustrous and lightly toned example has a good strike,

4258 1865 MS62 PCGS. CAC. Both sides of this deeply toned business 
strike 1865 Seated dollar exhibit satin luster with slightly reflective 
fields and sharp design elements.

4259 1867 Genuine PCGS. Breen-5478. The PCGS number ending 
in .94 suggests Altered Surfaces as the reason, or perhaps one of the 
reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of an AU specimen that has been cleaned 
and has questionable toning. Deep steel-gray and golden-brown 
embraces this low mintage Seated dollar, which exhibits nearly full 
design detail although the appearance is subdued.

A single 
depression in the left obverse field near star 2 is the only blemish 
aside from the usual minor handling marks that are expected for 
the grade.

4261 1872-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. XF. Light almond- 
gold toning drapes this moderately abraded rare date Seated dollar.

Recent population 
data reveals PCGS has graded only this specimen in PR61, with six

4265 1863 PR64 PCGS. Powerful mirrors shine through a generally 
thin layer of gold-to-gray patina.

4273 1873 PR64 Cameo NGC. The final year of issue for the Seated 
silver dollar, a transitional year that saw introduction of the Trade 
dollar, is nicely represented by this near-Gem Cameo proof Seated 
dollar.

4297 1851 MS64 NGC. Well-defined for a Type One gold dollar with 
only minor blending on the hair below Liberty’s coronet. Yellow- 
gold luster shows subtle color variations but uniform brightness. 
The reverse is rotated approximately 40 degrees counterclockwise.

4298 1851-0 MS62 PCGS. The grade is limited by a few faint scratches 
on the reverse of this otherwise beautiful green-gold example.

As Q. David Bowers writes in A Guide Book of Gold 
Dollars, “Total circulation-strike mintage for the Type II design, 
combining all dates and mints, amounted to a paltry 1,633,426 
coins. No wonder the term scarce is applicable to even the most 
available issues, these being the 1854 and 1855 Philadelphia Mint 
coins.” This is an especially well-struck example that shows the 
usual die clash marks on each side, but on this piece they are even 
more pronounced than usual.

Q. David Bowers writes in A Guide Book 
of Gold Dollars, “In an effort to create a motif that would strike 
up sharply and properly (the Type II being an utter failure in this 
regard), in 1856 Chief Engraver James B. Longacre moved the 
lettering closer to the edge and redesigned the head of the obverse 
of the gold dollar.” This capped the Type Two design at just three 
years of total production, only two of them at Philadelphia. This 
second year of issue displays bright, sparkling mint luster with even 
reddish-gold color. The striking details are stronger than usually 
seen on this type and the usually seen die clashing is present in the 
fields on both obverse and reverse.

4307 1858 MS64 PCGS. The 1858 gold dollar claims a substantial 
mintage of 117,995 pieces, but few examples were saved by 
numismatists.

4308 1859-S AU58 NGC. Only a slight trace of wear interrupts the 
rich orange-gold luster of this desirable Type Three S-mint dollar.

The BD-2 at High R.4 is by far the most available 
of the three, as the BD-1 and BD-3 are each rated High R.6. 

The present Mint State piece is nonetheless conditionally quite 
rare. NGC has certified 12 submissions at the MS61 grade level, 
with seven finer (1/11). It displays bright, semiprooflike fields with 
sharply struck surfaces throughout, including on the hair curls.

4408 1854-0 AU58 NGC. The first-year (and only-year) O-mint 
three dollar issue, the 1854-0 was produced in a decent amount 
of 24,000 pieces. That quantity pales beside the large P-mint 
production of 138,618 business strikes, but it appears generous 
in comparison to the tiny Dahlonega production of 1,120 pieces. 
Although the San Francisco Mint opened in 1854, it would strike 
the three dollar denomination for the first time in 1855. 

The 1854-0 threes circulated widely in the antebellum South, 
abetted by New Orleans’ position as a prominent trading center of 
the era. Mint State pieces are rare today, and the average certified 
piece is apt to average Choice XF or thereabouts. This gleaming 
near-Mint specimen displays medium yellow-orange surfaces 
with only light high point rub and no singular abrasions. The 
weak strike details on the lower reverse at the bow and ribbon 
are characteristic of many examples, but the piece overall is well- 
produced.

Fortunately, the date was saved in 
some quantity by 19th century numismatists, so the issue is not 
prohibitively rare today. The present coin is a well struck Select 
specimen with light greenish-gold surfaces and satiny mint luster.

4425 1880 MS65 PCGS. With an even 1,000 circulation strikes 
produced, the 1880 three dollar has one of the lowest mintages 
in the entire series. Fortunately, the issue was recognized at the 
time of production by collectors and dealers such as Thomas Elder, 
who in 1904 sold several hundred examples of the 1879 and 1880 
issues to Ben G. Green, a dealer from Chicago. The Bowers series 
reference puts the number of Mint State survivors at 140 to 170. 
We might peg the high side at 200, although the population data 
are clearly overcrowded with duplications. 

This Gem example has reddish tinted surfaces with underlying 
bright yellow-gold in the fields on each side. The only mentionable 
distractions, consistent with the MS65 grade, are a couple of small 
ticks in the left obverse field, a small dark spot on the reverse to 
the left of the date, and a thin scrape below the date.

That 
total puts it at the secondTowest of the entire series—behind 
the 1881, with 500 circulation strikes—and one of only three 
sub-1,000-coin productions of business strikes in the entire series, 
with the 1883 at 900 coins. (Of course, the 1875 and 1876 threes 
were proof-only issues, with no business strikes at all produced.)

Prized Antebellum Gold Proof 



4431 1860 PR66 Cameo NGC. The PR66 grade is an extremely 
high level for any proof three dollar. With the added Cameo 
designation and as a pre-Civil War proof issue from close to 
the series’ inception, this piece is far and away finer—and 
rarer—than most specimens encountered. While the mintage 
for proofs is reported to be 119 coins, it is likely that most were 
melted as unsold. Bowers estimates that only 10 to 12 proofs 
survive today. In the year that Lincoln was elected president, 
South Carolina seceded from the Union, and the nation’s 
financial difficulties were so severe that the Treasury even 
lacked funds to pay Congress, most U.S. citizens had other 
worries than obtaining a proof three dollar gold piece. 

A token quantity of 7,036 business strikes for the year was 
produced, after which the die was resurfaced and reused for 
the proofs, a fact first noted by gold researcher Harry W. Bass, 
Jr. According to the Bowers series reference, the “relapping 
caused a further reduction of the J.B.L. initials and resulted 
in inconsistent spacing of the dentils on the obverse in 
certain areas.” Bowers also notes a small patch of die rust on 
Liberty’s jaw. Some of those characteristics are visible on this 
coin as well as some that Breen cites in his Proof Encyclopedia, 
including a “minute spine down from jaw” and “partial slight 
extra outlines at r. ribbon and parts of r. wreath.” 

The present PR66 Cameo example is one of only four so 
graded at NGC, and there are none finer (1/11).

The Philadelphia Mint issued gold 
coinage for the first time in 1795, and a small mintage of 8,707 half 
eagles was achieved. There are two reverse design motifs used on 
coins dated 1795, the Small Eagle and Heraldic Eagle designs, but 
the Heraldic Eagle coins were probably struck after 1797, employing 
left over obverse dies from 1795. There are 12 die varieties known 
for the 1795 Small Eagle half eagle, with this coin representing 
the very scarce BD-4 variety, identified by the position of star 11 
overlapping the Y in LIBERTY on the obverse, and the presence of 
only three berries in the wreath on the reverse. John Dannreuther 
estimates the BD-4 variety accounts for 1,000-1,500 pieces of the 
reported mintage, with 60-75 specimens extant today. 

The present coin is a well detailed example, with only light 
wear evident on the high points of the devices. The surfaces are 
bright from the noted cleaning, but the light greenish-gold fields 
remain appealing.

4434 1795 Small Eagle AU58 NGC. Breen-6415, BD-9, High 
R.5. Bass-Dannreuther Obverse Die State b / Reverse Die 
State b. Collectors uninitiated in the series would be surprised 
to learn that the 1795 Small Eagle five dollar gold pieces—the 
first gold coins officially struck under federal sanction at the 
fledgling U.S. Mint, beating the 1795 ten dollar pieces by a 
couple of months—are found in 12 different die pairings. Those 
12 die marriages are shared among the estimated mintage, 
which the Guide Book gives as 8,707 coins but which Bass- 
Dannreuther guess could be as high as 12,106 pieces bearing the 
1795 date—not necessarily all struck in 1795. 

Among the 12 1795 varieties, only the BD-3, ranked High 
R.3, can be considered only moderately scarce for the issue, 
with an estimated 2,000-3,000 pieces known, according to Bass- 
Dannreuther. The present BD-9 variety is far rarer, rated High 
R.5 with an estimated survival of only 35-45 coins. 

The BD-9 obverse is also called the 1795 Small Eagle, 
Narrow Date due to the narrowly spaced numerals. That obverse 
is shared with two other reverse dies on the BD-8 and BD-10. 
Bass-Dannreuther note that this variety is not as available as 
has sometimes been supposed, perhaps because the Narrow 
Date moniker is applied to all three varieties. The 1 in the date 
nearly touches the hair, and most of the flag of the 5 overlies 
the drapery. The 17 and 5 of the date are tall, with the 9 much 
shorter, and digits are crammed together in a distinctive way. 

The reverse show four berries in the wreath, “nearly level,” 
as Harry Bass wrote in his notes. 

The present near-Mint State coin displays semiprooflike 
surfaces with an excellent complement of remaining luster—a 
not-uncommon occurrence on high-grade examples of the 
1795. The strike is somewhat soft in the centers, and the 
surfaces overall have a pronounced reddish-gold color that 
contributes to the broad appeal. Diagonal planchet adjustment 
marks appear on the eagle’s breast. The surfaces are lightly but 
extensively peppered with minor abrasions, but the high points 
display just a minor hint of rub consistent with the grade. For

The BD-6 is an 
available die pairing within the context of the half eagle series, 
making it—and this splendid near-Gem PCGS example— 
an ideal selection for type coin purposes to represent Robert 
Scot’s Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle design. The BD-6 is also an 
essential for Guide Book variety collectors, as that reference lists 
both the Round Top 6 and Pointed Top 6 variants. 

The obverse of the BD-6, in addition to the distinctive 
digit with a prominent curled knob touching the drapery, also 
shows the obverse stars at the rim arranged 7x6, while all five 
Pointed Top 6 die pairings have an 8x5 star arrangement. Bass- 
Dannreuther note that the Pointed Top 6 coins are much more 
weakly struck in the central obverse, because they were struck 
with the obverse in the hammer die and reverse in the anvil die 
position. 

The Knobbed Top 6 fives are better-struck though the 
centers, apparently by switching the obverse to the anvil 
position. Bass-Dannreuther speculate that while the star 
change from 8x5 to 7x6 may be coincidental, it may equally 
well signify the change of anvil die to the obverse. 

This brilliant near-Gem has soft, frosty yellow surfaces 
with hints of green and traces of rose. Both sides show some 
central weakness, the obverse among the hair curls behind 
the neck, and the reverse at the left side of the shield and 
below. Adjustment marks are visible on many obverse dentils, 
most noticeable from 6 o’clock to 9 o’clock. A thin scratch 
extends from the shield to the tip of the upper leaf in the 
branch, and it is barely visible without a glass.

Finest Certified 1879-CC Five Dollar, MS62 



4474 1879-CC MS62 PCGS. CAC. Writing in 2001, Doug Winter 
offered this concluding commentary for the 1879-CC half 
dollar issue in Gold Coins of the Carson City Mint: 

“The 1879-CC is the most obtainable Carson City half 
eagle from the 1870’s. It is relatively easy to locate in 
lower grades and is not even that hard to obtain in the 
lower range of About Uncirculated. This date becomes 
rare in the higher About Uncirculated grades and it is 
extremely rare in Mint State. I am aware of just two or 
three Uncirculated 1879-CC half eagles and none of 
these grade higher than Mint State-61.” 

After almost a decade, the numbers have nudged up slightly; 
there are now seven Mint State 1879-CC half eagles in the 
combined certified population, four graded by NGC and three 
by PCGS, a number that doubtless includes a resubmission 
or two (12/10). In addition, the “alpha coin” of the date is 
no longer graded MS61, as it was when Winter wrote and 
single examples from NGC and PCGS were at the top of his 
condition census. Now the honor belongs to a single MS62 
coin, the present PCGS-certified piece, which also bears a 
CAC green label that further attests to its condition. 

The overall detail is impressive, particularly on the 
peripheral obverse stars, which show full centers. The central 
devices too show excellent definition, and sun-yellow fields 
are warmly lustrous. Aside from a few light abrasions at the 
back of Liberty’s neck, this coin shows little more than an 
assortment of wispy, though ultimately grade-defining marks. A 
remarkable trophy for the Carson City enthusiast who collects

4494 1906 PR67 ★ NGC. Proof half eagles were struck in every 
year of the With Motto series beginning in 1866, and nearly 
every year is represented in the No Motto series. However, all 
proof fives are rare. In an article in Coin World written by Jeff 
Starck, he explains: 

“The high face value of Proof coins kept demand in 
check, according to Garrett and Guth, as few people 
could afford to set aside $5 and a coining fee every year 
to obtain them. 

Thus proof mintages range from a low of 20 [1875] to a 
high of 230 [1900],’ they wrote.” 

The mintage of the 1906 and 1907 fives dipped below 100, 
making these final dates in the series scarcer than one would 
expect from late-date issues. Only 85 proofs were struck of the 
1906 and high-grade examples are infrequently seen. Again 
quoting Garrett-Guth, “Nearly all of the examples seen for 
1906 are around PF-64 quality. The population numbers are 
highly inflated for the issue by resubmissions.” There does 
indeed seem to be an inordinate number of PR64 examples of 
this date, with 29 examples in that grade. At the upper end of 
the grade range, there are three PR67 Cameo coins that have 
been certified, but this is the only non-Cameo PR67 certified 
to date (1/11). It is also worth noting that there are no Deep/ 
Ultra Cameo proofs certified of the 1906 in any condition, 
undoubtedly because of the residual “no-contrast” method of 
proofing from 1901-1903. Of the 60-75 proofs believed extant 
today, only one other piece is finer, an NGC PR68. 

The Star designation on this piece is an indicator of the 
added eye appeal of this proof. Each side is virtually flawless. 
We do not see any man-made imperfections. The obverse shows 
a tiny planchet flake out of the field in front of Liberty’s mouth, 
and on the reverse there is an alloy spot between the eagle’s 
right (facing) claw and end of the olive branch. Even reddish- 
gold color is seen over each side, the fields are nicely reflective, 
and there is slight contrast evident between the fields and

4522 1929 MS63 PCGS. CAC. The mintage figure of 662,000 coins 
for the 1929 half eagle is laughably meaningless. It is overall the 
rarest single issue in the set, clearly indicating that it never 
departed from the Mint in significant quantities. Although an 
occasional circulated specimen appears, the 1929 half eagle is 
almost never seen below the AU58 to MS60 range. 

After regular emissions of the Indian Head half eagles from 
1908 through 1915—at two, three, or even four mints, in the 
case of the 1909 coins—in 1916 only San Francisco would strike 
the five dollar denomination. After the 1916 production, the 
Indian Head fives would vanish until 1929, when for unknown 
reasons the Mint struck the large quantity quoted above. 

Despite the high mintage, it appears that most of the 1929 
fives were melted sometime in the few years following. It is 
not a coincidence that the year 1929 also marked the historic 
stock market crash of Oct. 29 and the beginning of the Great 
Depression. There was simply no need for new five dollar coins 
during an era when the theme song was “Buddy, can you spare a 
dime?” 

While there are other series issues that are rarer at the Gem 
level, no example of the 1929 has ever been graded finer than 
MS65. Our recently concluded Platinum Night auction of the 
fabulous Jim O’Neal Collection contained one of those few 
Gems, a splendid PCGS-graded piece that realized $86,250 
(Heritage, 1/2011, lot 5156). 

The present MS63 example, while not in the same league 
as the O’Neal coin, is sharply struck and desirable. Even Select 
Mint State examples such as this coin are extremely scarce. 
There are a few small marks on each side that account for the 
grade, but none of the singular abrasions and bagmarks that 
often occur on the issue. The only mentionable strike weakness 
is on the lowest feather of the headdress. The bright, satin luster 
that appears on both sides and the even, reddish-gold color

4524 1798/7 9x4 Stars AU50 PCGS. Breen-6836, Taraszka-9, BD-1. 

Bass-Dannreuther Obverse Die State b / Reverse Die State b. The 
two varieties of 1798 eagles are both 1798/7 overdates in reality, 
with the two varieties, BD-1 and BD-2, respectively, differing in the 
obverse star arrangements (9x4 versus 7x6); both share a carried- 
over reverse die from 1797. The 9x4 star arrangement is the most 
asymmetrical in U.S. coinage but allows LIBERTY to be set off more 
easily slanting down the right obverse rim; the 7x6 arrangement, 
conversely, allows LIBERTY to be nearly centered and to pass 
over Liberty’s tall cap. The BD-1 is very scarce, with only 80-100 
pieces surviving according to Bass-Dannreuther, yet still far more 
available than the BD-2, numbered at 20-30 survivors. 

This Almost Uncirculated specimen of the BD-1 exhibits 
pronounced reddish-gold color, with light, even wear distributed 
over the high points.

Bass-Dannreuther Obverse Die State b / Reverse Die State c. Only 
the single die pairing known as BD-1 is recognized for the 1800 
eagles, produced to the extent of a reported 5,999 coins. While 
the obverse die dated 1800 is obviously an original, the reverse is a 
carryover from the BD-10 of 1799. 

This piece is strictly Mint State, with the luster thicker around 
the devices than in the fields. There are light planchet adjustment 
marks on the right side of the bust and over the denticles on the 
right side of the obverse. A few stray abrasions are consistent with 
the grade, but the only mentionable areas of contact are at the top 
of the cap and just behind the hair in the left obverse field. Census:

Evenly Lustrous 1801 Eagle, BD-2, MS62 




4526 1801 MS62 PCGS. Breen-6843, Taraszka-25, BD-2, R.2. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State a/a. The 1801 eagles were produced by two 
known die marriages—apparently quite unevenly, as the R.5 BD-1 
is estimated by Bass and Dannreuther to have made only 2,500 to 
4,000 coins, with the R.2 BD-2 pairing making up the remainder of 
30,000 to 40,000 pieces. 

On the BD-1 obverse, star 8 is away from the cap and has one 
point directed toward the cap; on the BD-2, star 8 is close to the 
cap and has two points directed toward the cap. The BD-1 shows 
star 13 away from the bust, while star 13 is close on BD-2. The 
star punch was also replaced between the BD-1 and BD-2 obverses, 
with the latter showing longer, more spindly spines. The BD-1 
obverse also shows a series of anomalous “scoop marks” in a row 
along Liberty’s cap, a feature that remains unexplained but may be 
similar to the 1794 Starred Reverse cent. 

The reverses are also different; the BD-1 reverse is a carryover 
from 1799, with the eagle’s beak touching or nearly touching two 
star points. On the BD-2 reverse, the eagle’s beak is close but not 
touching any star points. The BD-2 reverse appears here, then 
reappears in 1803 on the BD-3 Small Reverse Stars pairing, in Bass- 
Dannreuther’s terminology. 

The much greater availability of the 1801 BD-2 makes it an 
inescapable choice for type collectors; Harry W. Bass, Jr. owned 
three examples. For collectors who can afford only one, this 
specimen will make a good choice, with even luster over both sides. 
The coin may have been lightly wiped at some time, as there are 
minor field hairlines that appear only under a loupe. The strike is 
sharp but not full. The few minor ticks appearing in the left obverse 
field are consistent with the grade.

4527 1801 MS63 NGC. Breen-6843, Taraszka-25, BD-2, R.2. 

The 1801 Capped Bust Right eagle claims a substantial mintage 
of 44,344 pieces, with only two varieties known for the date. 
The present coin represents the more available BD-2 variety, 
recognized by the position of star 8 near the cap, with two 
points aimed at the cap, and star 13 near the bust. A new 
style of punch was used for the obverse stars, with long spindly 
points. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-2 variety accounts 
for 30,000-40,000 pieces of the original mintage, with a 
surviving population of 600-800 examples in all grades. The 
date enjoys great popularity with type collectors, because it is 
the most available issue of the series in high grade. 

One mystery concerning the 1801 eagle is the series of 
die marks showing boldly at the top fold of the cap on many 
specimens. In his notes, Harry Bass reported, “Nine vertical 
spines in cap,” but he did not speculate on the cause of this 
feature. Anthony Taraszka attributed the spines to clash marks 
from the shield on the reverse, but the marks do not line up 
correctly to fit this explanation. The spines remain a tantalizing 
mystery for specialists to puzzle over. 

The present coin is an impressive Select Mint State example, 
with sharply defined design elements. Fine detail is evident on 
Liberty’s hair, and the star centers are boldly impressed. The 
enigmatic spines are clearly visible on the cap. The pleasing 
surfaces are a light greenish-gold color, and show only minor, 
grade-consistent abrasions. Vibrant, original mint luster 
radiates from all surfaces, and the visual appeal is compelling.

4531 1849 MS61 PCGS. Breen-6888. Described by Breen as an 
1849/1848 overdate and “very rare.” The die crack that runs 
through the 4 in the date is diagnostic. The warmly lustrous 
reddish-gold and lilac surfaces show few marks for the grade, and 
though the devices are softly struck with blending of detail at the

4586 1912-S MS63 PCGS. Warm yellow-orange luster swirls across 
each side of this delightful Select representative. The strike is a 
trifle soft on the hair across Liberty’s ear, but the eagle is relatively 
well-defined. Like many San Francisco issues with six-figure 
mintages, this date is accessible in circulated grades but suddenly 
challenging at the MS63 level. (#8872) 


Condition Rarity 1912-S Eagle, MS64 



4587 1912-S MS64 NGC. The 1912-S Indian Head eagle is a 
remarkably difficult coin to find in the higher Mint State grades, 
where it is a real condition rarity. The average certified survivor 
from the original mintage of 300,000 pieces is only Choice AU or 
thereabouts. The present near-Gem exhibits pronounced mattelike 
granularity, with satiny mint luster and excellent overall appeal. 
The piece is remarkably clean, with reddish-gold coloration and 
only a couple of mentionable marks consistent with the grade: one 
diagonal mark behind Liberty’s mouth and a couple of minor ones 
in the left obverse field. Census: 36 in 64, 9 finer (1/11). (#8872) 
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Near-Mint 1913-S Indian Ten 
In-Demand Low-Mintage Issue 



4588 1913-S AU58 PCGS. The 1913-S Indian eagle boasts a low 
mintage of 66,000 pieces, and the date is the second-rarest issue 
of the series in high grade. The present coin is an impressive near- 
Mint example, with well-detailed devices and vibrant mint luster. 
The rich greenish-gold surfaces give this specimen strong visual 
appeal. (#8874) 


Select Mint State 1913-S Indian Eagle 
With Rich Reddish-Gold Color 



4589 1913-S MS63 NGC. At the Gem level the 1911 -D, with a 
mintage of 30,100 pieces, is the rarest Indian Head eagle, but the 
1913-S, with a mintage of 60,000 coins, is not that far behind; in 
fact, it was long thought to be the rarer of the two issues, and it 
remains today one of the keys to the series. This Select Mint State 
example offers bold, rich, reddish-gold color over typically coarse¬ 
grained mattelike surfaces with a satiny overlay. There are no 
mentionable marks and the strike is bold overall, save for an area of 
minor weakness at the top of eagle’s wing. NGC has certified five 
pieces in MS63, with 14 finer (1/11). (#8874) 



4590 1914 MS64 NGC. Bold yellow luster turns to sun-gold at parts 
of the reverse. This is a boldly struck example with uncommonly 
strong definition at the hair over Liberty’s ear. A lower-mintage 
Philadelphia date, the 1914 is available for a price in MS64 but 
scarce any finer. NGC has graded just 51 such pieces (1/11).

1914 MS66 PCGS. CAC. “Most are sharply struck and lack the 
curious die wear seen around the periphery of several of the branch- 
mint coins of this era. Great eye appeal and luster are the rule, not 
the exception for this date.” Garrett and Guth offer that high praise 
to the 1914 ten dollar, which they call “available” in MS66, though 
in this case, “available” means “examples in MS66 exist.” This is 
one of them, peach-gold with satiny yet effusive luster. The strike 
is solid and the eye appeal remarkable. PCGS has graded eight

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Desirable 1914-D Eagle, MS63 


4592 1914-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. Both sides of this Select Mint 
State piece show frosty mint luster with brilliant yellow-gold 
surfaces against accents of pale olive and rose. The surfaces are 
lightly marked, as expected for the grade, but the marks are trivial. 
Plentiful yet desirable. (#8876) 

1914-S Ten Dollar, MS63 
Nicely Frosted Surfaces 


4593 1914-S MS63 PCGS. While not too difficult to locate in AU 
condition, the 1914'S is conditionally challenging in solid Mint 
State condition. This sharply defined piece displays softly frosted 
mint luster interrupted by a few shallow luster grazes that give the 
coin its grade. An appealing coin for an MS63 and a costly item to 
upgrade, making this piece an excellent value. (#8877) 

4594 1915 MS63 PCGS. An orange-gold beauty that has glimpses of 
lime-green near the rims. Lustrous and splendidly mark-free with a 
hint of steel-gray on the high points of the devices. Encapsulated in 
a green label holder.(#8878) 

4595 1915-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. Well-defined 
with only minor rub. Though the yellow-orange surfaces have been 
lightly cleaned, this remains an important example of a date with a 
five-figure mintage.(#8879) 


Lustrous MS62 1915-S Ten Dollar 


4596 1915-S MS62 PCGS. Ten dollars was the third-largest 
denomination of gold coinage struck at San Francisco in 1915, as 
double eagles and the one-year-only fifty dollar commemoratives 
outweighed it. This pale yellow-gold example, one of just 59,000 
eagles struck, has bright luster and few severe abrasions for the 
grade, though Liberty’s face has a few small marks. (#8879) 


4597 1926 MS64+ NGC. CAC. This orange-influenced near-Gem is 
a cut above the norm for the grade range. Subtly satiny surfaces 
are pleasingly preserved and show only a few stray marks. A great 
choice for the type collector.(#8882) 

4598 1926 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. A charming green-gold representative 
of this fairly plentiful issue. Sharply struck and carefully preserved. 
1926 was the only date struck at Philadelphia between 1916 and 
1931, as the denomination became largely supplanted by the double 
eagle. (#8882) 

Premium Gem 1926 Indian Ten 
None Certified Finer 


4599 1926 MS66 NGC. From a large mintage of more than 1 million 
pieces, the 1926 Indian eagle is one of the most available dates 
of the series in high grade, making the issue extremely popular 
with type collectors. The date is something of a condition rarity, 
however, and neither NGC nor PCGS has certified any coin above 
the MS66 level (12/10). The present coin is a delightful Premium 
Gem, with razor-sharp details on all devices, vivid greenish-gold 
surfaces, and bright mint luster. (#8882) 

4600 1932 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. Distinctly better than the typically 
seen Choice coin, though not to the near-Gem level. Swirling 
yellow-gold luster takes on an occasional orange cast, and the 
interior definition is above-average.(#8884) 


MS65+ 1932 Eagle, A Great Type Coin 



4601 1932 MS65+ NGC. Frosty, swirling luster switches from pale 
canary-gold to rich yellow-orange depending on the angle to the 
light. A few tiny ticks are noted on the portrait, but the rest of 
the coin is remarkably clean, and the whole is entirely deserving 
of the MS65+ designation. An ideal coin for the Gem-level type 
enthusiast. (#8884)

Near-Gem Matte Proof 1908 Motto Ten 
A Fully Struck, Pleasing Specimen 



4602 1908 Motto PR64 NGC. Although the great majority of the 
1908 With Motto tens were struck in the matte proof format, a 
couple of proofs are known with a satin finish. There are also a 
couple of matte proofs known of the 1907 No Periods tens, but for 
all intents and purposes the 1908 With Motto proofs are the first 
available for collectors desiring an example of the Saint-Gaudens 
ten dollar format. 

The antique-gold surfaces on this near-Gem proof show 
essentially no signs of contact. Apparently it is several very shallow 
planchet depressions on each side, seen as slightly darker areas and 
completely undistracting, that preclude an even higher grade. A 
tiny planchet indent at the obverse rim, just right of the date, is 
as made. This fully struck specimen should generate considerable 
bidder enthusiasm. Census: 21 in 64, 39 finer (1/11).

Charming Choice AU 1850 Double Eagle 



4603 1850 AU55 NGC, Luster glimmers from protected regions of this 
olive-gold Choice AU early double eagle. The obverse has a trace 
of granularity, but marks are of little notice save for a small reverse 
rim ding at 4 o’clock. In the early 1850s, silver was absent from 
commerce, and the need for the 1850 double eagle is indicated by 
its most frequently certified grade: XF45. (#8902) 


Little-Worn 1852-0 Double Eagle 


4604 1852-0 Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in .92 
suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that 
PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, the piece 
has the details of an AU specimen that has been harshly cleaned. 
Well-defined with scant wear evident, though the centers of this 
yellow-gold O-mint twenty show prominent evidence of cleaning 
and only a few small pools of prooflike natural luster remain in the 
reverse margins. 


Choice AU 1855-S Double Eagle 


4605 1855-S AU55 PCGS. The 1855-S Liberty Head double eagle 
claims a large mintage of 879,675 pieces, but the issue has a low 
survival rate. Until the 1855-S turned up in several shipwreck finds, 
the date was extremely rare in high grade, and the issue is still quite 
scarce in AU55. The present coin is a well struck example, with 
orange and rose-gold surfaces, and bright mint luster. Population: 
48 in 55, 50 finer (12/10). (#8916) 

4606 1856 AU53 PCGS. CAC. Light yellow surfaces exhibit 
considerable mint frost with minor surface marks that are consistent 
with the grade. This pleasing piece is destined for a fine collection 
of these large gold coins. Population: 17 in 53, 46 finer (1/11).

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S.S. Central America 1857-S Twenty, MS65 
Thick Mint Luster and Sharply Detailed 



4607 1857-S MS65 PCGS. CAC. Variety 20B. Ex: S.S. Central 
America. Bold S. SSCA 5065. A beautiful sun-gold Gem, sharply 
struck and radiant. Although the present piece spent approximately 
130 years at the bottom of the Atlantic ocean, it instead appears as 
if it were freshly coined. The reverse is almost perfectly preserved, 
and the obverse has only infrequent faint grazes. A lustrous and 
outstanding representative of this historic shipwreck. The Bold S 
reverse, named for its deeply entered mintmark, was the second- 
most prevalent variety recovered from the S.S. Central America , 
trailing the well-known Spiked Shield. (#8922) 

4608 1858-S — Reverse Rim Filed — NGC Details. Unc. This butter- 
gold ‘58-S double eagle has good luster, a bold strike, and an 
unmarked appearance. It would rank among the finest known 
examples, but the reverse rim has been carefully filed throughout.

4609 1860 AU53 NGC. Despite a generous mintage, examples of 
this double eagle issue are infrequently seen in any grade, and 
nice AU coins with luster still present are rare. This yellow- 
gold representative has myriad minuscule marks as expected. 
(#8929) 


4610 1861 AU55 NGC. Yellow-gold with ample remaining luster that 
shifts across each side and takes on occasional orange hues. Lightly 
worn with the expected scattered abrasions from light circulation. 
(#8932) 

4611 1861-S XF45 PCGS. CAC. Orange-tinted luster glimmers from 
design recesses of this Choice XF Type One twenty. Inspection 
beneath a loupe reveals only scattered small abrasions. The wingtips 
and Liberty’s hair display moderate wear.(#8935) 

4612 1861-S AU50 NGC. Numerous tiny surface marks are present 
on both sides of this piece, but none are consequential. This 
representative retains considerable luster with hints of green color 
on its light yellow surfaces. (#8935) 


Borderline Uncirculated 1861-S Twenty 


4613 1861-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. Apricot luster fills the legends, hair, 
eagle, rays, and scrollwork of this conditionally challenging San 
Francisco issue. The cheek and obverse field display slight friction. 
Small abrasions are distributed, but none individually distract. 
Population: 27 in 58, 13 finer (1/11). (#8935) 

4614 1862-S AU50 PCGS. Considerable luster remains visible on 
honey-gold surfaces with a few trivial marks on each side. Double 
eagle mintages were large at the San Francisco Mint, but entered 
circulation. High grade pieces are elusive. (#8938) 

4615 1863-S—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. AU. An 

interesting Civil War issue, the 1863-S is reasonably available 
today because of shipwreck recoveries. This specimen is a well 
struck example, with slightly dull, lightly abraded, yellow-gold 
surfaces. (#8940) 


Choice AU 1863-S Type One Twenty 


4616 1863-S AU55 PCGS. CAC. This popular Type One issue is 
occasionally available in mint condition, but at the Choice AU 
level it represents a much better opportunity for a wider range of 
collectors. Slight friction from handling can be seen, but there is 
also a significant amount of mint luster surrounding the devices 
(undoubtedly the reason for the CAC green label). Numerous 
small but individually insignificant abrasions appear on each side.

4617 1863-S MS61 PCGS. The 1863-S double eagle is more available 
in Mint State now than previously (with the exception of a handful 
of pieces) due to the recovery of some AU and Mint State examples 
from the shipwreck of the S.S. Brother Jonathan, which sank off the 
California coast with a reported $400,000 in gold on July 30, 1865. 
While this coin is not specifically provenanced to that event, the 
possibility remains that it is among the survivors. This piece is 
sharply struck, with complete but subdued luster over reddish^ 
tinted surfaces. Population: 14 in 61, 36 finer (1/11). (#8940) 


Fully Struck MS62+ 1865 Double Eagle 
Elusive in Mint State 



4618 1865 MS62+ PCGS. CAC. The 1865 double eagle is a popular 
issue first for its Civil Wanending date, but also as a Type One (No 
Motto) double eagle. The 1865 issue is also a noted rarity at the 
Mint State level. Although PCGS has certified two pieces in MS64, 
there are only five at the MS63 level, and in MS62 there are eight 
coins, with the present MS62+ making the ninth (1/11). There 
are 13 other submissions certified in MS60 and MS61. The present 
coin is fully struck and accordingly as close to an MS63 as one can 
get, with fabulous mint luster over bright, frosted surfaces. (#8943) 


4619 1865-S AU53 PCGS. Although a number of 1865'S twenties 
were recovered from the S.S. Republic and the S.S. Brother Jonathan, 
the grade of the present piece indicates it is likely not among them. 
Luster shimmers from design recesses of this moderately abraded 
Type One twenty. The base of the 1 in the date is lightly repunched.

4620 1866 AU55 PCGS. A luminous Choice AU example of the first 
With Motto or Type Two double eagle issue with a distinctive 
appearance. Deep sun-yellow surfaces seem subdued until they 
are tilted into the light, when they come alive with prooflike 
reflectivity. A few coppery dulled areas show the isolated wear spots 
which account for the grade. (#8949) 


Mint State Sharpness 1866-S Motto Twenty 


4621 1866-S Motto—Reverse Graffiti—NGC Details. Unc. Ornate 
initials, reminiscent of those on love tokens but much smaller in 
scale, are expertly engraved onto the reverse beneath each wingtip. 
The presence of the indeterminate initials reduces the importance 
of this coin, which would otherwise rank among the finest examples 
of this issue. Sharply struck and satiny with minimally abraded 
almond-gold surfaces. (#8950) 


1867-S Liberty Head Twenty, AU58 
Rare Issue in Higher Grades 


4622 1867-S AU58 NGC. With a large mintage of 920,750 pieces, the 
1867-S Liberty Head double eagle is an available date in average 
circulated grades, but examples in AU58 condition are scarce, 
and Mint State coins are rare. Currently, only 32 coins have 
been certified in grades higher than AU58 by NGC and PCGS 
combined (12/10). The present coin is a well struck specimen, with 
light greenish-gold surfaces and bright mint luster. (#8952) 


4623 1870—Scratches—NGC Details. AU. The peripheral devices are 
strongly impressed on this lustrous 1870 double eagle, but a touch 
of softness is evident on Liberty’s hair. The vivid greenish-gold 
surfaces display a scattering of minor abrasions on both sides, most 
notable on Liberty’s cheek.

4624 1870 MS62 AN ACS. While the CC-mint twenties of the same 
date receive most of the press, the Philadelphia 1870 double eagle 
has plenty of appeal of its own. Garrett and Guth offer: “The 
1870 double eagle is surprisingly scarce in all grades. The number 
of coins graded by the major services is lower than most of the 
other Philadelphia Type 2 double eagles.” As an MS62 coin, this 
vibrantly lustrous piece offers a tremendous opportunity for the 
astute collector. The devices are softly frosted with an alloy spot 
noted on the hair in back of Liberty’s coronet. Scattered light 
abrasions visit two-toned yellow-gold fields, and a small cut is 
noted at Liberty’s neck. Still, an appealing coin for the MS62

4625 1872-S AU58 PCGS. CAC. Hints of olive appear on the high 
points on each side of this near-Mint example. Despite a substantial 
production, true Mint State pieces are rare, and this just-miss piece 
is the next best thing. The surfaces are frosty with nearly full 
yellow-gold luster.(#8965) 
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Popular 1873 Open 3 Type Two Twenty, MS62 



4626 1873 Open 3 MS62 NGC. A lustrous and well impressed olive' 
gold representative that has a relatively clean reverse and the 
expected number of wispy obverse grazes. The Type Two design is 
scarce in Mint State. (#8967) 


In-Demand MS62 1873 Double Eagle, Open 3 



4627 1873 Open 3 MS62 PCGS. CAC. The Type Two design is 
well known for its scarcity in Uncirculated grades relative to its 
TWENTY DOLLARS successor. Although the 1873 Open 3 is 
available as an issue, demand from type collectors ensures its better' 
date status. This is a conservatively graded greerngold example 
with pleasing eye appeal for the MS62 level. (#8967) 


Smooth MS62 1873 Open 3 Double Eagle 



4628 1873 Open 3 MS62 PCGS. This khakhgold double eagle is 
surprisingly free from abrasions for the MS62 level, and would have 
attained a decidedly higher grade were it not for a slender mint' 
made granular streak on Liberty’s cheek, caused by tiny lumps of 
material that clung to the obverse die during the strike. (#8967)

4629 1873 Open 3 MS63 PCGS. The 1873 Open 3 Liberty Head 
double eagle was produced in large numbers, but few high'grade 
pieces have survived. The issue is scarce in MS63, and PCGS 
has certified only six coins in higher numeric grades (12/10). The 
present coin displays a little softness on the central design elements, 
but the peripheral devices are sharply detailed. The pleasing rose' 
gold surfaces exhibit subtle frosty mint luster. (#8967)

4630 1873-S Open 3 AU58 PCGS. Pale wheat'gold surfaces show 
occasional variations into straw and gold colors. The central 
devices, while not absolutely detailed on the hair below the 
coronet and other central zones, are bettendefined than often 
seen. A touch of rub on the high points and a few isolated abrasion 
groupings do little to affect the eye appeal. (#8979)

4631 1875-CC AU58 PCGS. CAC. A lovely neanMint representative 
of the Carson City coining facility, this 1875 was minted at a time 
when the “Wild, Wild West” was in full swing. Both sides of this 
piece have satin fields with frosty devices and trivial surface marks. 
A plentiful issue but still highly desirable. (#8974) 
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Remarkable 1875-CC Twenty, MS62 
With Bright Luster and Reddish Color 



4632 1875-CC MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1875-CC is among the more 
available CC-mint double eagles in Mint State grades and easily 
the most available Carson City issue of the 1870s. This makes it 
popular on a number of levels, in addition to its obvious status as 
a CC-mint Type Two twenty—those with the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST and the denomination given as TWENTY D. This MS62 
specimen displays remarkably bright luster over reddish-tinted 
surfaces that are sharply struck throughout. There are no obvious 
marks, although a purple colored grease stain (as struck) appears 
on the lower portion of the I in LIBERTY on the coronet. PCGS 
has seen only 26 submissions in higher grade levels (1/11). (#8974) 


4633 1875-S MS61 PCGS. CAC. A highly lustrous, boldly impressed, 
and typically abraded example of this popular Type Two issue. 
The middle arrow shaft is absent, a mint-made error caused by die 
polishing. (#8975) 

4634 1876 MS61 PCGS. CAC. Light Motto, an ephemeral subtype 
only seen on this issue. 1876 Philadelphia twenties are about 
evenly divided into Light and Heavy Motto examples. This is a 
lustrous and moderately bagmarked piece with green-gold margins 
and pumpkin-orange centers.(#8976) 

4635 1876-CC XF45 NGC. A lightly circulated example of the 
centennial Carson City double eagle issue that remains surprisingly 
bright. Pale yellow-gold surfaces show scattered minor to moderate 
abrasions. (#897 7) 

4636 1876-CC AU50 PCGS. Orange-gold surfaces are luminous 
through well struck centers with pockets of bright luster near 
the rims. Lightly abraded with a typically soft Carson City strike, 
but appealing for the grade. Housed in a green label holder.

Type Two 1876-CC Twenty, MS61 
With Semiprooflike Fields 


4637 1876-CC MS61 PCGS. Variety 1-A. In addition to the mintmark 
placement, this coin is attributable by the numerous spindly die 
cracks through the letters in the reverse legend and denomination. 
Surprisingly for an issue that boasts the highest mintage (138,441 
pieces) among CC-mint double eagles, the 1876-CC was difficult 
to locate in high grades until the discovery of a hoard in 1993-1994. 
Today there are perhaps 100-125 coins extant in Mint State (per 
Winter and Halperin, 2001). We do not know whether the present 
example traces its pedigree to the aforementioned hoard, but there 
is little doubt that it is among the most visually appealing ‘76-CC 
twenties at the BU level. The strike, while incomplete, is well 
above-average for the type, and the fields glisten with semiprooflike 
effects. This yellow-gold representative lacks any abrasions out of 
context with the designated grade. Worthy of inclusion in a high- 
grade type or date set. (#8977) 


Near-Mint 1877-CC Double Eagle 


4638 1877-CC AU58 PCGS. The first year for the Type Three design 
modification ensures that this Nevada piece will see considerable 
interest. Although the mintage was fairly high by Carson City 
standards, few have survived the 134 years since they were minted. 
This near-Mint example is far finer than normal for the issue. Both 
sides have full design features with satiny yellow-gold luster and 
only a few random surface marks. Population: 44 in 58, 30 finer 
(1/11). (#8983) 


Lovely 1877-S Double Eagle, MS62 


4639 1877-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. A first-year type coin for the Type 
Three design modification, the 1877-S is plentiful if one looks 
strictly at mintage figures, as more than 1.7 million pieces were 
coined. However, few survivors exceed this piece, with just 25 finer 
PCGS certified submissions (1/11). Both sides exhibit lovely green 
and rose-gold with frosty luster and minor marks consistent with 
the grade. (#8984) 
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4640 1878-CC—Improperly Cleaned—NGC Details. VF. This Type 
Three Carson City double eagle issue has a mintage in the low 
five figures. This is a moderately worn, cleaned example that 
shows a line of reed marks between stars 2 and 3 on the obverse 
but nonetheless possesses considerable eye appeal for what it 
is.(#8986) 


Uncirculated 1879 Double Eagle 



4641 1879 MS61 NGC. This well brought up Mint State Liberty twenty 
has pleasing luster and the expected number of faint abrasions on 
the left obverse. The reverse is only lightly abraded and has a few 
small mauve alloy spots near the beak. The 1879 is conditionally 
scarce, since both NGC and PCGS have certified just one coin as 
MS65. (#8988) 


1879 Liberty Double Eagle, MS62 
Rare Issue in Mint State 



4642 1879 MS62 NGC. Production of double eagles was reduced at 
the Philadelphia Mint in 1879, with only 207,600 pieces struck. 
The issue is not too difficult to locate in circulated condition, but 
Mint State examples are rare.

The proofs provide a small 
supply of this sought-after issue for date collectors, with 
15-20 specimens extant. Mint State regular-issue coins are 
even more elusive. Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth estimate fewer 
than 100 business-strike examples survive in all grades, the 
great majority in circulated condition. Currently, PCGS has 
certified two coins in MS61, with five examples finer, while 
the NGC Census reflects seven specimens at this grade level, 
with only two pieces finer (12/10). This is only the third time 
Heritage has been privileged to offer an 1885 double eagle 
in MS61 condition, with the coin offered here accounting 
for two of those offerings. This identical coin was featured as 
lot 3738 of the FUN Signature Auction (Heritage, 1/2007), 
where it realized $63,250.

4685 1903 PR64 Cameo PCGS. The area of proof Liberty Head 
double eagle coinage is the subject of incredible collector 
demand, the likely result of a confluence of numerous factors. 
The short list of those factors would include the stunning rise 
in precious metals prices over the both the last decade and last 
several years, as well as the perennial and increasing interest 
in proof coins in general, particularly those from the classic 
(rather than modern) era of U.S. coinage. 

The mintage of proof 1903 Liberty Head twenties is 
recorded at 158 pieces, putting this as the largest of the entire 
series—although, statistically, the difference is insignificant 
compared to the second'largest proof production, the 128 coins 
of 1896. As such, the 1903 double eagle proofs serve as type 
coins, even though likely only 40-50 specimens survive of the 
original mintage. Garrett and Guth comment that “most of 
the Proof 1903 double eagles seen have very little if any cameo 
surfaces.” This is not by accident, but design: The Mint in 
1902 changed the appearance of proof gold coinage to one that 
lacked the deep field-device contrast of previous years. 

The current PR64 Cameo specimen does not show deep 
contrast, but the little contrast that exists is accordingly 
sufficient for the Cameo designation. The surfaces are bright 
yellow-gold and deeply mirrored overall, with the depth of field 
reflectivity contributing to the Cameo appellation rather than 
deeply frosted devices. The surfaces overall are clean and free 
of distractions. A single alloy spot appears on the left (facing) 
wing of the eagle.

In our 
opinion, this coin has the details of an Uncirculated specimen that 
has filed rims, has been damaged, and cleaned. The obverse rim 
is filed near 12 o’clock, and the reverse near is sun is glossy from 
hairlines. The sun has a few thin marks, and the reverse rim is filed 
near 6 o’clock. Nonetheless a lustrous and well struck example, 
ideal for a display that shows only the obverse side.

4687 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim AU55 PCGS. The striding figure 
of Liberty on the High Relief twenty dollar gold piece is obviously 
based on the Nike of Samothrace at the top of the Grand Staircase 
in the Louvre. The Louvre describes the statue as: 

“The goddess of Victory (Nike, in Greek) is shown in the 
form of a winged woman standing on the prow of a ship, 
braced against the strong wind blowing through her gar¬ 
ments ... The highly theatrical presentation-combined with 
the goddess’s monumentality, wide wingspan, and the vigor 
of her forward-thrusting body-reinforces the reality of the 
scene.” 

The translation from the Louvre’s Nike to the figure seen on the 
double eagle was skillfully done by Augustus Saint-Gaudens. On 
this example, even with slight friction in the fields and over the 
high points, the “highly theatrical presentation” is fully evident. 
The wire rim is almost complete around each side, and there are 
only slight, shallow contact marks present. (#9135)

4688 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim MS66 PCGS. The gorgeous 
1907 High Relief double eagles show Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
design before Charles Barber made several drastic changes. 
Unsurprisingly, when Theodore Roosevelt chose Saint-Gaudens 
to begin the redesign of American coinage, he offended Barber, 
who was chief engraver at the mint. Not only did Barber feel 
highly qualified to do any designs that needed to be done, but 
he resented that his coins—especially the dime, quarter, and 
half dollar—would potentially be changed by an outside artist. 

The rivalry between Charles Barber and Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens began well over a decade before the “Renaissance 
of American Coinage,” as Roger Burdette and others have 
called it. They both judged a public competition for coinage 
redesign in 1891 and summarily rejected all of the entries. 
The following year they would clash again over the design 
for the Columbian Exposition award medal. Saint-Gaudens 
felt that Barber knew nothing of art, while Barber felt that 
Saint-Gaudens knew nothing of coinage. This impasse caused 
considerable delay and turmoil when Saint-Gaudens submitted 
his high relief designs to the Mint. 

Barber has been accused of being jealous of Saint-Gaudens’ 
talents, and while that is probably accurate, he did have a 
detailed knowledge of modern coining requirements. By the 
end of 1907, Barber had completely changed the double eagle 
hub, and as a result all issues other than the High Reliefs (and 
the very rare Ultra High Reliefs) differ significantly from the 
artist’s original intentions. For collectors who desire an example 
of Saint-Gaudens’ remarkable design as it was meant to appear, 
the 1907 High Relief is the only option. These fantastic pieces 
rightly belong in any type set as an issue separate from Barber’s 
altered Arabic Numerals double eagle. 

The present coin represents the less-available Flat Rim 
variety of the High Relief twenty, hike most examples seen, 
the central devices are exquisitely detailed, but the concave 
surfaces cause the peripheral devices, especially the sun, to 
be a little soft. The surfaces are a vivid greenish-gold color, 
with vibrant mint luster and no mentionable contact marks.

The present coin is a sharply 
struck, pristine example of this popular issue that is always in

A lovely example, this 
Choice Mint State piece has brilliant yellow surfaces with only 
a few minor marks on each side.

President Theodore Roosevelt opposed the addition of the 
motto, since money could be used for dubious purposes. Congress

Motto types in 1908, San Francisco’s meager emission was limited 
to the With Motto coins. More available today than a couple of 
decades ago, the 1908-S is still scarce in Mint State.

The 
numerous small marks peppered over each side explain the grade 
but are not overly bothersome.

The remnants 
of an earlier D can be easily observed to the right of the primary 
mintmark on this interesting high-end example. The repunched 
mintmark variety is often seen on examples of the 1911-D, an 
available date from a mintage of 846,500 pieces. 

While this date is readily available in lower Mint State grades, 
Superb Gem examples are rare.

However, the 1911-S becomes scarce 
at the Gem level, and examples in Premium Gem condition are 
rare. Finer examples are virtually unobtainable, as only one single 
specimen has been certified in MS67 by PCGS, with none finer, 
while NGC has not graded any coin higher than MS66 (12/10). 

The present coin is a sharply detailed Premium Gem, with fine 
definition on all design elements. The surfaces are a light orange- 
gold color, with finely granular texture. Like most examples of this 
date, the mint luster is subtle and understated, less vibrant than 
other dates of the early series. Overall, the visual appeal of this

The present coin is an attractive 
Select specimen, with lustrous orange-gold surfaces. A scattering of 
minor contact marks and luster bruises explains the grade. Housed

4717 1914-D MS65 PCGS. A dusky pumpkin-gold Gem that boasts 
booming luster and a crisp strike. Both sides show few marks. 
Uncirculated T4-D twenties are always available, but the issue is 
difficult and costly to acquire above the MS65 level.

The present coin is a sharply 
detailed Gem, with pleasing greenish-gold surfaces, and vibrant 
cartwheel mint luster. The surfaces exhibit only a few minor

4719 1916-S MS66 PCGS. The 1916-S has perennially been overlooked 
by collectors, but it is impossible to ignore the significance of this 
issue in MS66 condition. This is a magnificent coin. Fully struck 
and nearly abrasion-free, the frosted surfaces have the usual matte¬ 
like texture and rich rose tinted patina. A tiny alloy spot is located 
near the obverse rim at 10 o’clock.

Fifth Rarest Collectible Issue of the Series 



4722 1920-S MS62 NGC. Though more than half a million double 
eagles were struck in San Francisco in 1920, the first coinage of 
that denomination on the West Coast after a three-year hiatus, 
the coins did not achieve widespread distribution, and it is 
believed many were melted. In the words of Garrett and Guth, 
from their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: “The 1920-S double 
eagle is one of the most significant rarities of this series. ... No 
significant numbers have turned up from overseas hoards, and 
the few that remain are apparently simply here by chance.” 

Thus, the 1920-S issue marks not only a return, but also 
a beginning, the beginning of a series of challenging issues, 
some rare only in high grades but many rare in virtually all 
grades. The 1920-S straddles the line between the two; it is 
only a borderline condition rarity at the MS62 level and above, 
yet there is not a large pool of survivors in the grades below, 
either. David Akers believes 65-75 examples survive today in 
all Uncirculated grades. 

Garrett and Guth declare that “Many [1920-S twenties] 
show minor striking weakness on the lower portion of the 
obverse ...” and also, “Luster is average for this date.” Though 
Liberty’s toes show a degree of striking softness, this example’s 
pale yellow-gold luster rates as decidedly above-average. The 
coin comes by its MS62 grade honestly, with a number of light 
field abrasions and a small cut on the top of the eagle’s near 
wing, but the visual appeal is strong for a piece not rewarded 
with a Select designation. An intriguing candidate for the series 
enthusiast.

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1920-S Double Eagle, MS62 
With Remarkably Clean Surfaces 
Among the Most Elusive in the Series 



4723 1920-S MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1920-S double eagle was 
the first issue of the denomination struck in San Francisco 
since the 1916-S, and the contrasts between the two dates 
could hardly be more extreme. While their mintages are 
similar—796,000 coins for the 1916-S and 558,000 for the 
1920-S—in every other way they are polar opposites. 

The 1916-S double eagle is widely available in the higher 
Mint State grades, with dozens of examples certified as high 
as MS66 and even the occasional MS67. The updated Akers 
Handbook maintains that the 1916-S is rarer than the 1911-D, 
1914-D, 1914-S, and 1915-S, yet still among the commonest 
issues in the series. 

The 1920-S twenty, on the other hand, is considered one 
of the most elusive issues in an already-difficult series. It is 
generally believed that most of the issue was melted; the 
average survivor usually falls somewhere short of Mint State. 
There are considerably fewer examples of the 1927-D surviving 
than of the 1920-S, yet the 1920-S is far more elusive in the 
highest Mint State grades—a level where the 1927-D shines. 

From the Akers/Ambio Handbook, we cite the following 
figures which may help clarify the relative rarities: 

—1916-S. Mint State Survivors: 6,100-7,600. MS65: 1,475- 
1,975. MS66 or Finer: 200-250. 

—1920-S. Mint State Survivors: 65-75. MS65: 3-4. MS66 or 
Finer: 2. 

—1921. Mint State Survivors: 50-60. MS65: 2-3. MS66 or 
Finer: 1. 

—1927-D. Mint State Survivors: 12-20. MS65: 2-5. MS66 or 
Finer: 8-10. 

—1930-S. Mint State Survivors: 40-55. MS65: 10-12. MS66 
or Finer: 4-5. 

As can be seen, while the 1920-S in the lower Mint State 
grades is not quite as rare as the 1921 or the 1930-S and much 
more available than the 1927-D, at the Gem and finer levels 
the 1920-S and 1921 are about equally elusive and number far 
fewer than the 1927-D. 

The foregoing analysis should serve to put this MS62 
example of the 1920-S (and its siblings in this sale) into its 
proper perspective, as a conditionally extremely rare coin— 
and one that is not likely to be upgraded soon. The surfaces 
are remarkably clean overall, with no singular marks or other 
distractions. The somewhat subdued mint luster accounts 
for the grade. The strike is bold but stops short of full, with 
the normal weakness appearing on the pillars of the Capitol 
building.

4724 1920-S MS63 PCGS. The 1920-S Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle is one of the premier rarities in the series, especially in 
high grade. David Akers considers the ‘20-S the fifth rarest coin 
of the 53 coin series in absolute terms, after the 1921, 1927-D, 
1930-S, and the currently uncollectible 1933. The 1920-S holds 
an even higher place in the rarity rankings when collectors seek 
a high quality piece. Excluding the “impossible” 1933, only the 
1921 is more difficult to locate in high grades. Experts estimate 
only 65-75 coins survive in all Mint State grades. 

The double eagle denomination actually circulated to 
some extent in the western United States before World War 
I, but coinage of twenty dollar gold pieces was discontinued 
after 1916, when the country entered the war. When coinage 
was finally resumed in 1920, the role of the double eagle had 
changed. The public had become accustomed to paper money, 
and the big gold pieces no longer circulated in the regional 
economy, much like the half dollar denomination today. Most 
of the double eagles minted after 1920 were held in Treasury 
vaults or domestic banks as backing for gold certificates, or used 
in foreign trade. These coins were easily rounded up and melted 
after the Gold Recall of 1933. Almost the entire mintage of the 
1920-S, 558,000 pieces, was destroyed in this manner. While 
many dates in the later Saint-Gaudens series suffered the same 
fate, the 1920-S is the first date to experience this kind of rarity, 
due to melting. 

The present coin is a sharply detailed Select specimen, with 
just the slightest touch of softness on the Capitol building. The 
surfaces display rich orange-gold color, with green highlights, 
and vibrant, frosty mint luster. A few minor abrasions on 
both sides account for the grade, but do little to diminish the 
considerable visual appeal. Population: 11 in 63, 16 finer (1/11).

4725 1921 MS62 NGC. The 2008 second edition of the 
David Akers Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold 
Coins, contains some surprising revelations concerning the 
challenging series of Saint-Gaudens double eagles. As cited 
previously in this auction concerning a 1920-S twenty in MS62, 
one of the most surprising results is that at the Gem level or 
finer, the 1927-D—a legendary rarity within the series, and 
an issue of which about a dozen are known, including some 
permanently off the market—is less rare than either the 1920-S 
and the 1921 double eagles. Of those two, the 1921 is listed as 
number 2 in rarity and the 1920-S as number 3, both behind 
only the number 1, the so-far-uncollectible 1933 double eagle. 
The 1927-D in Gem or finer condition is listed as number 8, 
also behind the 1926-D, 1925-S, 1920, and 1925-D. 

In terms of overall rarity (absolute number of survivors), of 
course, the tables are turned, with the 1933 first, the 1927-D 
second, the 1930-S third, the 1921 fourth, and the 1920-S in 
fifth place. 

The explanation for the 192l’s elusive nature is aptly 
provided in the Handbook: 

“After the essentially uncollectible 1933, the 1921 is 
actually the rarest issue in this series in high grades, sur¬ 
passing even the 1927-D. Virtually the entire mintage 
remained in federal holding until destroyed during the 
gold call in of the 1930s. More than half of the coins 
that have survived are circulated, and the majority of 
the Mint State examples grade no finer than MS-62. 
Coins that grade MS-63 or finer are offered only once in 
a very long while.” 

The present MS62 specimen displays pronounced, even, 
reddish patina over both sides. The piece is sharply struck 
overall but exhibits minor weakness on Liberty’s nose and the 
high point of the eagle’s breast. Granular, mattelike surfaces 
show satiny mint luster. Numerous small but individually 
insignificant marks account for the grade. Census: 12 in 62, 8

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4726 1922 MS64+ PCGS. CAC. The 1922 is the first issue within 
the seven-year run of plentiful Philadelphia twenties, but is 
scarcer in high grade than the 1924 through 1928. This sun-gold 
near-Gem displays coruscating luster and an exemplary strike. 
Marks are unimportant in size and impressively few in number.

The 1923-D 
becomes scarce at the Superb Gem level, and PCGS has graded no 
coin in higher numeric grades (12/10).

The 
virtually pristine surfaces are a rich orange-gold color, with 
highlights of green. Eye appeal is outstanding. We expect spirited

A significant portion of the large mintage of 4.3 million 
pieces survived the Gold Recall of the 1930s by finding refuge in 
European banks. Experts believe the number of 1924’s recovered 
from overseas holdings must total more than 10,000 pieces. That 
being said, the 1924 does become scarce at the Superb Gem level, 
and only three coins have been certified in higher numeric grades 
by PCGS and NGC combined (12/10). 

The present coin is a spectacular Superb Gem, with sharp 
definition throughout and intense, cartwheel mint luster. The 
surfaces display mingled hues of orange, green, and rose-gold.

The present coin is a well struck 
MS62 example, with vibrant mint luster and attractive orange-gold

Superb Gem 1925 Double Eagle 
None Certified Finer 



4737 1925 MS67 NGC. The 1925 Saint-Gaudens double eagle was 
produced in large quantities, with a mintage of 2.8 million pieces. 
As the large production figure suggests, the date is readily available 
today, even in high grades, and enjoys great popularity with type 
collectors. Of course, the population does thin out at higher Mint 
State levels, and coins in Superb Gem condition are rare. The issue 
is unknown above MS67 (12/10). 

The present coin is a sharply detailed Superb Gem, with pale 
rose-gold surfaces, and ample frosty mint luster. The fields are 
free of mentionable contact marks, and eye appeal is quite strong.

The present 1926-D, graded MS62 PCGS, exhibits bright, 
frosted mint luster with yellow-gold centers surrounded by deeper 
orange-gold at the margins.

4751 1929 Genuine PCGS. The PCGS number ending in 92 suggests 
cleaning as the reason, or one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed 
this coin not gradable.

Saint-Gaudens double eagle is an issue that was produced in large 
numbers, but nearly all of the 1.8 million specimens minted were 
melted after 1933.

A Splendid Specimen of This First-Year Type 



4753 1908 Motto PR66 NGC. The 1908 With Motto proofs of the new 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens design—here as modified by Mint Engraver 
Charles Barber—are the first of the double eagle denomination that 
collectors of average means stand a chance of obtaining, as all of the 
earlier proof strikings are highly elusive and expensive. The heavy 
matte finish on these coins—of all denominations—was as unpopular 
in its day as it is popular with legions of collectors today. 

A total of 101 matte proofs were reportedly made of the 
1908-dated twenty dollar issue, although a few pieces are also 
certified with a satin or Roman finish; clearly, this was a time of 
Mint experimentation with the various finishes known on several 
denominations, including both the new Saint-Gaudens and Bela 
Pratt designs. 

Although NGC has recorded 27 submissions of the matte proof 
format at the PR66 grade level, with 12 finer, it is likely that both 
of those figures represent numerous duplications (1/11). PCGS has 
certified only a single matte proof at the PR66 level. 

Coupled with the large, impressive twenty dollar denomination 
and in splendid technical and aesthetic condition, this Premium 
Gem first-year-of-type proof coin should prove to be a rare prize 
for some lucky bidder. The surfaces appear free of any contact, 
although there are a couple of rim irregularities on the upper left 
of the reverse, but these appear to be of Mint origin as the matte 
texture covers them. Consistent honey-gold color is seen over each 
side except for a suggestion of deeper brownish-gold at the lower 
obverse, below the date. The strong collector demand for proof 
gold in higher grades certainly shows no sign of abating.

4755 1861 Clark, Gruber $5 Copper Die Trial MS63 Brown NGC. 
K-10c, R.7. Clark, Gruber and Co. began issuing gold coins in 
various denominations in 1860. The firm was known for integrity 
and the reliability of their coins. Off-metal strikings of their two- 
and-one-half, five, ten, and twenty dollar coins are known for 
the years 1860 and 1861. Apparently, these strikings were made 
to test the dies before the gold coinage was struck. This piece 
represents the third and final variant of the 1861 five dollar die 
trial, identified as K-lOc by Donald Kagin. This piece is struck from 
the regular dies used to coin gold five dollar pieces in 1861. Struck 
in copper, with a reeded edge. 

The present coin is an attractive Select Brown specimen, tied 
with one other coin for finest certified at NGC (12/10). The strike 
lacks high point definition in the center of each side, the same as 
a regular production gold coin would. Each side is dark brown with 
subtle underlying blue and rose colors that are evident when closely 
inspected. The only mentionable flaw is a small planchet flake out 
of the obverse field by star 12. The 1861 Clark, Gruber half eagles 
in copper are very rare today. Currently, NGC has certified two 
examples of the K-lOc in MS63 Brown with none finer (12/10).

4757 1860 Mormon Five Dollar AU50 NGC. K-6, High R.5. The 

Mormon half eagles of 1860 are dated a full decade after the last 
previous issues in the series, the 1850 half eagles struck at the Mint in 
Great Salt Lake City. The earlier issues had been overseen by Brigham 
Young, spiritual leader of the Mormons and (from 1850 to 1858) 
governor of the Utah Territory. By 1860, however, conflict between 
the residents of Utah Territory and the federal government had 
ended with a non-Mormon governor, Alfred Cumming, in power. 

For this reason, the 1860 issue has something of an 
“underground” character to it. The 1860 Mormon half eagles 
bear different designs from their predecessors, with a recumbent 
lion surrounded by HOLINESS TO THE LORD on the obverse 
and an eagle-and-beehive motif on the reverse. (The obverse 
motto is in the phonetic Deseret alphabet, which was promoted 
by Brigham Young but saw only limited adoption and fell out of 
use after Young’s death.) The pieces were made in the “Deseret 
Assay Office,” actually a jeweler’s office, instead of an official mint, 
and when the (temporal) authorities learned of the half eagles’ 
production, they quashed the project. Today, the 1860 Mormon 
half eagles are rare regardless of grade. 

This is the Clapp-Eliasberg example of the 1860 Mormon 
five dollar, described as “VF-30” in the Eliasberg catalog; today’s 
AU50 rating is more accurate, judging by the level of gold-orange 
luster remaining on each side. The cataloger wrote of the surfaces: 
“Light yellow gold. A few marks and scratches typical of the grade.” 
This is more or less accurate, though with the possible exception 
of a flaw to the left of the lion’s mouth, calling anything on this 
piece a “scratch” is overstating the problem. A rim nick at the 
bottom of the reverse is the most obvious pedigree marker. Listed 
on page 381 of the 2011 Guide Book.

In A California Gold Rush History, Q. David Bowers explains 
that the bulk of this ingot was cut away from the faceplate and used 
to create Kellogg and Humbert restrikes.

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auction Galleries, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctions, Inc., or 
its affiliates Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, Inc., or 
Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing information on the 
title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted 
under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law. Announcements 
and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and Conditions of Auctions 
appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. On bids placed through Auctioneer, a Buyers Premium of fifteen percent (15%) will be added to 
the successful hammer price bid on lots in Coin, Currency, and Philatelic auctions or nineteen and 
one-half percent (19.5%) on lots in all other auctions.

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or 
for any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s 
election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees 
(seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend 
bidding for the Auction.

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect 
to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of 
the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale.

No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 


Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.
